PARTY REPUNNERS 

Can a new group revolutbnize the city's Dem- 
ocratic Party from witHn? By Holly Otterbein 

loria Gilman always knew thedty’s Democratic Party had 
problems. But it wasn't until Last June, she says, that she 
realized the trouble “ran so deep."Now she’s trying to fut it. 
Gibnan. a 62-year-old lawyer, had just become a Democratic 
committEepersoD — an elected official and party soldier whose job 
impacts just about everyone in Philadelphia, thou^ its exact nature 
remains largely unknown outsde ofpoHtical circles. When Gilman 
went tn her first 2&d Ward meeting, a gathering of cammiCCee pecyfie 
inMoimt Airy, what she saw there was “disturbing," "total <iiaos“ 
and“vmdeinoCTatic“ — and, if her accusations are true, sheds li^t 
ontheinnermadunatims of the city’s Democratic Party. 

This is how itworlis here: Democratic machine leaders decide who 
becomes your next mayor, councilperson and so on. How? Because 
the primary doty ofthe more than 3,000 committe e people is to per- 
suade voters to support the party’s chosen candidates — by knocking 
on doors and passing out “sample bullots.’Tliut’s why, out of all the 
big primary races this May, oily two Democrutic candidates — dty 
commissioner hopeful Stephanie Singer and Coundhvom an Maria 
QuiAoncs-Sdnchez — were not enckrrsed bythepartybut managed to 
win anyway. It's worth noting: QuinoAes-Stochezwos on incumbent 
Gilman had been troubled by the fiict that voters often don’t have 
a real say in th dr dty leadership, but she thought that at least com- 


mittee people would. She was wrong. Gilman says that during dec- 
tion season. 22nd Ward leader Rondal Couser didn't hold a vote to 
detennine who the ward would endorse. Instead, he made that ded- 
sion unilaterally. She believes Couser like^ had mordting orders 
from Local Democratic Party head. Congressman Bob Brady. 

Gil man found that this was hardly an orvomaly. Rediscovered that 
of the 66 wards, only four or five let committee people vote for who 
they’re supporting — a fact that party leaders conceded to CifyAipcr. 

Fed up. Gilman helped conceive the Democratic Progressive 
Caucus, in hopes of reforming the party fin>m within. A numberof 
big-name Democrabs have signed on: coundiperson at-large can- 
didates Andy Toy and Sherrie Cohen, former Philadelphia NOW 
president Karan Bojor, politi- 
cian and lawyer IrvAckelsberg, 
longtime rabble-rouser f^dro 
. , - Rodriguez, toname afew.

ings to make their pitches. <Tby and Cohen lost in May's election.)

Everyone agrees that the state royally screwed up when it 
came to Kermit Gosnell, the West Phillyaboition doctor whohaa 
been chargedwitb the murder of seven babies and one woman. 
The state’s Health Department hadn't Inspected his alleg- 
edly squalid clinic for 17 years — because, according to a 
grand jury report, it “abniptly cfecided, for political reasons, to 
stop inspecting abortion clinks at all." 

But ta the city of Philadelphia partly responsible for 
Gosnell, too? Could it have shut down his clinic long ago? 

These controversialqueatiims were posed lastThursday at a 
state Senate committee hearing held on Drexel’s campus, just 
blocks away from Gosnell's former clinic. City Solicitor Shelley 
Smith and Health Commissioner Donald Schwarz maintained 
that the city's hands were Ued. because the state has the 
sole authority to license, investigate and inspect abortion clinks 
— anddty law can't supersede state law, plain and simple. 

But state Sen. John Eichelberger Jr., who is anti-choice, argued 
that the city could have interx-ened by issuing building code viola- 
tionsordeclaringOosnella "menace" to pubbc health. State 
Sen. Mike Stadc characterized the city’s inaction as saying “tough 
hick” to Gosnell's victims. 

Sdiwarz, however, argued that state politicians couldn’t have it 
both ways: If city law could trump state law, then he “could shut 
down any purveyor ofBrearms” in Philadelphia because the rate 
of gun deaths Is so high It's a health nuisance. If that were 
so, says Schwarz, “I would be delighted."

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GETTING LOST AND 
FOUND IN THE DEEP. 
DARK AND DESOLATE 
PINE BARRENS.

publicadoii.aman stumbled out of the Pine Barrens andontoaSouthJerseyhigh- 
w^. He was parched, hungry, his face and clothes rendered an ashy gray by layers 
of dust and soot. Slouching muferthe weight of his pack.be made his way out onto 
the road, studc out his arm, and wearily jabbed a single thumb intn the air the uni- 
versal gesture — once upon a time, anyway — of the hitchhiker, 

A truck appeared in the distance, grew nearer and passed. A car came, and 
passed. Then another, then another, With each, the man's thumbjuttedupand back 
down again. 

OK — he was me. And I was beginning to wonder whether, after three days of 
walking alone through the Pine Barrens, Iwasn’t finally, at last, up a creek. 


I TALL BEGAN with a map. and an itch. The itdi was for the unknown, 
ofwhichl waa finding less and lessin Philadelphia: Td exhausted nearly 
every corner of Fairmount Park, hiked every trail in the Wissahickon Valley, 
and bicycled the Schuylkill River Trail too many times. Yes. the itch was 
upon me:I began hopping fences, foQowingtrain tracks, scouring for the 
unknown. I benight an inflatable kayak on an angst-iidden whim — declaring Pd go 
by boat, bygodl 

The map,theGoogle kind, was of Philly. I was staring at it, discouraged, zooming 
slowlyaut.wbenIsawit:aswBth of green aslaige as Plully itself maybe larger, 
just miles fium the dty, sprawling across central South Jersey like avast mystery. 
What thehell was it? 

It was the Pine Barrens, of couree — the kish, extensive coastal ecosystem char- 
acterized by san^ soil, frahwaterbogs and. of course, pine trees: and popularized 
in old American and recent urban lore asaplaceofevil sprits, dark doings and bod 
omens. Specifically, I was looking at Wharton State Fbrest, a section of the Pine 
Barrens bought up by Joseph Wharton (of Wharton business school fame) in the 
1800s and sold, in thelOSOs, tothe stateofNew Jersey to become its largest park. 
The Wharton forest comprises the heart of the deepest Pine Barrens, containing 
some llS.OOOacrcsoflargelyuntouchedPinelandwildemesB. Running through it 
all is the Batons Trail, a single, 50-mile ribbon through the depths of that expanse. 


Hiking itwould takeat least three 
days. Water would be sparse, and the 
nearest gas station, fend store or pay 
phone as far as a full day’s hike out of 
the woods. The trail began to wind its 
way thremgfa my dreams — imtil, on 
a whim and with deddedly minimal 
preparation. I set out, akme, to see 
where it led.

rd stopped in for a cold beer — and

and Butch, two locals with much to say 
on the topic of the Barrens and my wan- 
dering into it. 

TDon’t look in the backs of other 
people’s caTa,”was the first rule Butch 
imparted, cackling with satisfaction as 
I nodded. That prompted Hank to warn 
me ahoutcrossingonto private proper- 


ty, prompting me. in turn, to ask, casu- 
alty, what people were like out there in 
thewocxls, prompting Hank, in his turn, 
to say, Tou mean the Pineys? Yeah, Tm 
aPiney.Ha-har 

“Watch out for Pineys" was the warn- 
ing rd been getting for the two days 
prior to leaving — referring to those 
denizens of the Barrens who, according 
to popular urban lore, live inthefiir- 
thestrecessesofthe EHaes and might do 
who-knows-wh at toe hapless city boy. 

It’s awoid.bke “redneck," used 
derogstorily by outsiders, and not a new 
one. My grandmother. Marie Ortner, 
who grew up in Pemberton. NJ., just 
outside the Pine Barrens, remembers 
thsterm being around — and being a 
slur — when she was young: The kids 
would be called ‘Hneys’ and th^d have 
to prove themselves and throw that off" 
she afirrmed over the phone. 

At one time, that expanse saw more, 
not less, habitation. Early European 
Americans bulk industrial towns out 
in the pines, harvesting the native “bog 
iron,” which helped buiid cannonballs 
for General George Washington’s army; 
later settlers made diarcoal and har- 
vested wild blueberries-

For aJI theloie about hostile PinelandeTs.there’s precious little evidence to back it 
up.Askedifhe'd ever even heard ofcasesof... "locals,' I was careful to say ...prey- 
ingon visitors. New Jersey State Hilice spokesman SgtStephoiJcnes just laughed 
over the phone. "You’re talking about the 'Piney' type of pereon.’he said, amused. 
"No. I never ran across anything likethatnorhavel heard about those types of sit- 
uations-'That'snot tosay there isn'tcrimeoutin the Barrens. Ammg the less-terri- 
fying variety is marijuana cultivation, apraetke Jones acknowledged still goes on. 

Then.ofoourse, there's the amazing convenience of the Pines as the regional place 
ofchoice for the disposal ofdead bodies. The cases are many. Every cou[de of years, 
hikers stumble upon a new body, or yet another suspect leads police to a shallow 
grave out in the Pines. And the number of cases where bodies are found can only 
lead one to speculate on how many aren’t. 

Most of those cases involve people who don’t live in the Pineleands — a distinction 
that has done tittle to dispel the legend of the hostile Piney. 

Hank, for his part, embraced the term heartily; "People here knowwhere the word 
realJycamesh-om,'hesaid."It means people who know the woods out here. We take 
pride in that — being a Pinqr, thafs something you have to earn." 

When I mentioned all the warnings Td been given by city people, he laughed again. 
"We’re good peo|de.buthey, it serves to keep ’em away — diat and the Jersey Devil!' 

Asfor me. Hank offered one lust piece of wisdom before I set offinto the Pine 
Bamrui; "Thera’s nothing out tltere, dude,' Hank said, pausing a long while before 
adding. "That’s what's nice aboutit,’ 

T he BATONAIshortfor Back to Nature) Trail was created, it turns out, 
by the Philly-based Baton a Hiking Club, which still exists. In 1961, the 
tlub, primarily under the guidance of members Dale Knapschuferand 
Walt Korszniak,laid out the trail and. with the consent of state offi- 
cials, cleared its first stretch, fmmthe abandoned Batstoirtm mining 
village in the south of the woods to the also-abandoned village ofOng’s Hat in the 
Brendan T. Byrne State Fbrest to the north. 

Following my beer at Billy Boy’s — and a brief genealc^cal lecture by Butch on 
the pantheon of old Pinelands family names ("You had the Peppers, the Gerbers, the 
Jenkins, the Moores ... are you related to the Vincentown mayor Bob Thompson?" 
The answeTwasno)--Ifinanydannedmy pack andwalked into the forest, follow- 
ing ashort connector trail until I came to a tree marked with apink blaze, the color 
designating the BatonaTrail. the colorthat would guide me threugh the labyrinth 
of the Barrens forthe next two days. 

The Pine Barrens is, after all, as great a maze as hasever been conceived. 
Threughout its vast e^qianse are hundreds of miles of obscure trails and roads, whose 
origin, puipoee and destination areonyone'sguess, and which are eitherutteriy 
unmaiked.or else marked by an occasional, inscnitable sign: a mysterious red arrow 
spray-pointed to a tree deep in the fbrest; a single blue ribbon tied to a brandi. 

As John MePhee put it in his famous book, The Pine Barrens.'The roads sometimes 
come together in fiintastic ganglia, and even when they are straight and apparently 


uncomplicated they constantfy fork, pre- 
senting undear choices.' 

After walking along a particularly 
devilish network of roads later, I would 
become fixated on the idea that if I 
lost my compass I might somehow get 
turned aroemd and not recognize finm 
which way Td come. 

f^ople do. in fact, get lost in the 
woods all the time, affirmed LL Cairnel 
Capoferri of the New Jersey State Fhrk 
Police, who said she had handled five 
or six low-leveT lost-person calls in the 
lastweek alone. Most of those people, she 
noted, were located within an hour to an 
hour and a half — comforting, but most 
of those people. I soon realized, were not 
emburkingon three -day walks. 

As soon as I set foot on IheBatona 
Trail, t was utteiiy alone: During my 
first 24 hours, I passed not a single 
hiker. Most hiking trails Td experienced 
went up something, or alcmg something, 
or around so methingThe Batons Trail 
simply goes deeper, and deeper, and 
deeper into the Barrens — a one-way 
trip to nowhere. I had the sensation, 
as the hours went by and the scenery 
changed — yet did not change — of 
beingina kind of flower-strewn outer 


space, tethered to the outside world 
onlybya delicate string of pink blazes. 

The longerl spent in the Pine 
Barrens, the more horrible became the 
idea of being lost in it.

Sbwty it dawned on 
me diat theteenagera were completely terrified of me — a man, sitting alone in the 
darkness, andnow climbing up a lonely fire tower in the Pines, toward them. And 
that realization fstimpted another: If they were scared of /ne, maybe 1 — abneand 
outnumbered — should be scared of them. 

“Don't worry, Tm just hiking through! " I explained, trying fiwnbcally to seem un- 
p6ycho-like.‘rmcamping!Ihavea tent! Tm making dinner! With my stove!" 

A sibnce followed. “I was about to kick your ass.” said one of the guys finally, 
sounding relieved, ‘if you were a killer." 

They drove offandl climbed up the tower again. The forest bad become a dark, 
impenetrable mass stretching in aQ directions. Hoping tn make a call, I waved my 
phone tn and fio, but to no avail Its signals wen tout into space unretumed. 

I HAD WALKED INTO the woods with the nkive belief that the Jersey Devil 
— the monstrous devil-child born, according to bgend.toone Mother Leeds 
and which reputedly roams the Pine bogs at night — was something along 
the lines of the mythical Jackalope, moreofagoo^ supernatural mascot 
than genuine local bgend. 

I was disabused of that notion by four enthusiastic members of the Shore 
Riranormal Research Society, whom I stumbbd upon at die Batsto campsite the 
blbwingday.Thegrouphadcomeout to the Pines to relax — and to corduct inves- 
tigations mto various ^rpes of paranormal activity, inchidinga Jersey “Devil hunt" 
planned for that ni^tFbrthis they were armed with a small arsenal of electrical 
monitoring equipment. 

To be fair, the Devil waa to be only one — and, they indicated, rmt the most prom- 
ising — subject of investigation. “I think the Jersey Devil is probably a case of 
mistaken klmitity.’said Jim Ansbach, the group’s cheerful co-foimder, somewhat 
disrtriasivEly. Besides the Devil, Ansbach andhis colleagues intended to investigate 
the “Whartnn Devil Dog,” a ghostly hound that purportedly roams the woods; and 
possibb paranormal actrvlty atAtsbnLake andthe nearby memorial to Emilb 
Carranza, a Mexican aviator whose plane crashed the Pine Barrens. 

Oddly enough, Ansbach himself as well as group co-faunderC.J. Senn, claimed 
not to believe in ghoste. despite spending much of their free time pursuing them, 
Thefundaroental tenet of theirorganization — the practice, they said, which sepa- 
rated diem from leaser paranormal explorers — was their demand for'scientific 
proor ofthe paranormal, 

“It's not what you think, It's not what you know. It’s what you can prove,” 
dec! ared Ans be ch . 

Proof or no, the group seemed contentcnough, chilling at their campsite and wait- 
ing fcr spotty darkness to fall. “Tm dying to get out there!” proclaimed an enthusi- 
astic DanielleMcClelland. visibly itching to go roaming the woods that night. 

I asked if they had any particular strategy fer looking for the Jersey Devil go

I wandered by compass and 
map along the bach roails ofthe rnner- 
barrens, making my way past the ruins 
of an old ghost terwn, Prisidship, now 
a quiet graveyard of stime fbimdatians 
and old cellar fats; past defunct cran- 
berry bogs. Cransirrmed by the Barrens 



past giant, empty campgrounds — ray 
compass clenched tightly in my fist all 


the while. That night, a car drove by me 
in the dork. *My friend is lost out there,” 
the driver said in a taut, cjuich voice, 
asking me to keep an eye out.

'Ripped from the headlines' ie better than 'pulled outofyour 
oas” — a story is always more engaging when you know it's 
based on truth. Butin the case of A. Zell Williams' newplay./n 
a Daughter's £)res. at InterAct Theatre Co., thetagline 
“Inspired by aTrue Story" promises only frustration. 

The problem with this particulartrue story — thatofMumia 
Abu-Jamal, convicted of the 1981 murder of Philadelphia police 
officer Daniel Faulkner — is that it has no ending, and most of 
thecase’s“farts" are still in heated dispute. The story povides 
an explosive scosario for Williams’ play, fictionalized and set in 
Oakland, CahC, but begs the playwright to dnish the story, an 
admittedly difficult task which he resists, 

Lynnette R. Freeman plays Rehema, daughter of RashidAbu- 
Sa la am, who devotes her life to her father’s release from prison. 
Krista Apple is Kate, daughter offfie officer allegedly killed by 
Abu-Saluam. They came togetherfive monthsprior to the play’s 
hrstscene. Rehema having contacted Kate to pmvide testimony 
to force the release of suppressed evidence that might help her 
father’s case. We join them vthen they've already become friends, 
or at least cooperative colleagues, but their meeting soon degrades 
fremRehema's concern overKate’a bruises from her violent cop 
brother to on emotional battle fueled by family loyalty 
Making the case personal through two daughters who lost 
fathers makes good dramatic sense, but feels Hke a high-velocity 
tennis matchiThe case (Gctional or true) needs more objective evi- 



dence, not more emotional volleys. The play depCTds on the artifice 
of keeping the ball in the air. These interchanges are engrossing 
— thanks in part to two strong performers and capable director 
Rebecca Wright — but keeping these two characters in the same 
room despite their diffierences requirescontiivaoces that strain 
believability, We’re given amplereasons to empathize with each, 
but whateverehisive truth can be gleaned from this true atory lies 
bst between their absolute, entrenched positioiis. 

FbrPhiladelphionsfamiliarwith the Mumia case, this maybe 
frustrating, but certainly realistic. A play without resolution , how- 
ever, is a wasted opportunity. Are Rehema arvd Kate wiser by the 
end? No. Are we? 

Wrist’s production frames the play well, but Cannon Zura’s 
sound design reflects the struggle to present sides equally: “Black" 
hip-hop songs are balanced with "white" folk mu sac. Caitlin LamoS"s 
aceuic design — an office of fractured wbIIb that becomes neatly

At that point, though, 
music was just part of being a well-rounded kid. 
She played sports throughout high school andcoi-

'But I think atheart I’m really 
un artist. I think I found comfort in the quantita- 
tive nature of medicine and science, but I'm real- 
izingthat was an escape from myself*

sic tracks by Bonnie Raitt and Carole King. After 


she finished her clinical rota- 
tion at ft tut, Restarted fooling 
around on covers with friends.

1 just was so afraid to write a 
terrible. cheesy love srmg Ijirst 
coulrln’t live with myself* she 
says. "Cause I respect music so 
mudr.

If you’re gorma 
write songs, some of them are 
definitely gonita suck, so you can 
getover that right now," 

Once liberated from the goal 
of perfection, she didn’t have to 
look far for iitspiration. *1 had 
just broken up with this guy, and 
I figured.'If Ican't write a song 
when I feel bke this, 111 never 
write asong,~shesay8.“So that 
one was just like pitre heartache. 
And then it was such an amaz- 
ing release to write a song about

'Merst people need 
to do soirrething else, whether it’s 
wait tables or work at the taco 
truckornanny. ... IfFm going to 
do something else, it may as well 
be this, because I love it,'

A middle-aged Korean woman, short on words but long on 
smiles, conducted the personal barbecue. Armed 
with apairafplastic black trxrgs she wielded 

like an ardivillain's crab-clawed appendage, ^Uoreon- 

she unfurled the bolts of beef like Oriental rugs, 
flattening them into sheer scarlet slices on the 
searing domed surface. The scent of summer hit 
the air, rising to the pitched, wood-plunkcdceiling and fogging the 
glass shades of the pendants strung about the rafters 
I wish I were back diere right now, 'nhere' being Bobo's, asports- 
bar-cum-barbecuc that draws an almost exdusivelyAsian crowd to 
aforiomcomerofthe Great Northeast. Two empty-nestersoccuped 
the table across from us. A ga^le of dub kids in tight jeans and nerd 
glasses fried in soon after. The baihccueswere all going, built into 
each ofthe wood picnic tables that give this long, narrow room the 
lookof a summer camp mess hull. 

But the food at Bobo's is much, much more distinctive than your 


average Lake Anawanna fare. No Awful Waffles here, just tableside- 
codeed cuts of beef pork and seafood, tucked into ftilly red-spne 
romaine lettuce wraps with the traditional smorgadionl of spiced, 
pickled and fermented sides known in Korea as banchan. 

There are stir-fries, hotpots andnaodleB.too, not to mention a 
seemin^y insurmountable mountain of Korean fried thicken that 
turned out to not be so insurmountable after all. My table attadted 
the 2-pound plate ofoispy, hot and spkyred-luojuered breasts, 
thi^s and legs, our hands and faces eventually painted with the 
sbdcycrimsonsauce.Honoreesat aDothrald fertility ritual? Nah, 
just fourrapadous white kids 

We ate. And ate. And ate. OwnerYoungKimisnotin thehabitof 
letting customers go hungry. She took over the floundering busines 
ayearago — Bobo's has been open for eight — and made swe^ing 
changes, among themupgrading the qual- 
ity ofmeats, to the e&ct that, "the oldercus-

rd been to Korean barbecue befrre, sure, but never one 
this unassisted. Ifour halting questions about which 
condiments went with which meats didn't make us look 
like misguided rookies, then our scarfing down of sharp, 
sesame-oil-soothed shaved-scaJIion salads probably did. 
Auntie No. 3, now onto searing Erelts of pork belly dusted 
in green teapowderlnot as moving as Td hoped), offered 
an amused smile. Then she pidied up a mitt of lettuce, 
laid a square ofbhsketinitspalm alongwitbadabof 
spicy fermented bean paste, a slice of jackkd ivory dai- 
kon and the leafy dredges of the salad Fdjiist devoured 
and placed the neat wrap, almost maternally, in my 
grubby paws. Then she brou^t a second round of salads. 
Banchan is to Korean barbecue whatsidless salad and 
breadstidcs are to Olive Garden. 

Ofthe barbied meats, the prime rib was the resound- 
ing favorite, marinated 48 hours in a brew featuring soy, 
sesame oil, scalhon, kiwi fruit and secret ingredients 
known only to Auntie No. 2 and her matriardtal posse, 
Sweet and sour white onions added punch and salinify 
to the less thrilling pork belly. 1 alsoeivoycd the matcha- 
sprinkled pig with abitofgyeran jjim, the silky steamed 
egg custard percolating in aneatclaydrandrer. Breakfast 
written aD over it! *Thc egg is palate cleanser,' Kim 
explains. “Like ginger with sushL’ Oops. 

Oh! The kimehi. Bobo’s is the best Tve had; crunchy, 
ripe and really hot. The hunks of fermented cabbage 
aren’t the only areas where Auntie No. 2 deploys 
high-octane levels of s;nce. Several breeds offi-esh 
and dried chihes — Auntie No. 1 smuggles some home 
ftom biannual trips to Korea — unite to form the hot 
sauce that ignites stir-fned chicken gizzards (little too 
tough, almost crunchy) and crossha tdied squid (firm 
perfection) over threadlike rice noodles. Nutfy, earth- 
worm-brown buckwheat noodles seemed to squirm in 
a sinus-clearing horseradish sauce, wriggling around 
hard <ooked eggs, Apjou pears and quidc-pickled cukes. 
The whole thing’s served over crushed ice. a savory buck- 
wheat snow cone. 

There's little in the way of dessert, though Kim says 
that's coming soon. For now. do howl do after a workout 
at Planet Fitness: Raid the ftshirowl full of free Tbotaie 
Roll Midgees sitting by Auntie No.S’s register.
